In conjunction with the Information Disclosure Statement, PTO-1449 Form, and 
copies of references cited therein, we note that two of the references cited and supplied 
are not in English. To comply with MPEP 609, we provide the following explanation of 
relevance of these non-English documents. 

DE 199 52 979 Al is a German patent document. We also cite and provide its 
corresponding U.S. counterpart, U.S. 6,138,658. This is believed to provide an English 
translation. 



EP 1 155 768 A2 is a non-English document which discloses melting processes 
for applying cutting segments onto the bodies (or stem leaves) of separating disks. In 
these processes a binding powder that is different from the binding powder used in the 
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sintering process described above is at first compounded with diamond powder. The 
binding powder is a metallic powder based on bronze enriched with alloy elements. The 
diamond powder is thermally resistant and designed for the processing temperatures of 
around 900°C to be expected. After the production of the mixture of diamond powder 
and binding powder, it is sprayed onto the body, where it is melted with a pulsed 
Nd:YAG laser. As a result of the melting process the binding merges with an 
intermediate layer previously applied onto the body and melts the diamonds firmly into 
the cutting segment. The melting process generates, compared to the sintering process, 
bodies with segments with a distinctly elevated service life. (This reference is so 
described in our specification in the Introduction Section.) 

We also provide corresponding EP 1 155 768 Bl with the claims translated into 
English. 

DE 196 20 149 Al is a German patent document which discloses melting 
processes for applying cutting segments onto the bodies (or stem leaves) of separating 
disks. In these processes a binding powder that is different fi"om the binding powder used 
in the sintering process described above is at first compounded with diamond powder. 
The binding powder is a metallic powder based on bronze enriched with alloy elements. 
The diamond powder is thermally resistant and designed for the processing temperatures 
of around 900°C to be expected. After the production of the mixture of diamond powder 
and binding powder, it is sprayed onto the body, where it is melted with a pulsed 
NdiYAG laser. As a result of the melting process the binding merges with an 
intermediate layer previously applied onto the body and melts the diamonds firmly into 
the cutting segment. The melting process generates, compared to the sintering process, 
bodies with segments with a distinctly elevated service life. (This reference is so 
described in our specification in the Introduction Section.)
